The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Greening,  undertakes  bacteriological  investigations  in  mtters  of  public 
health  (such  as  water  and  millc  sampling) , and  also  in  diseases  (such  as  the 
enteric  group)  which  are  closely  linked  with  public  sanitation*

(9)  DRAINAGE  AND  3EWGRAGE 

The  following  villages  have  a sewage  disposal  system: 

Himraanby,  Bempton  and  Buckton,  Reighton,  Flamborough. 

The  villages  of  Rudston  and  Burton  Fleming  have  a sev/age  disposal 
system  in  embryo. 


Flamborough  and  Hrinmanby  have  in  addition  a weekly  collection  of 
night-soil.  It  seems  a waste  of  money  to  provide  a.  sewage  disposal  system 
for  villages  and  also  to  provide  a night-soil  collection  from  householders  who 
have  not  seen  fit  to  convert  their  earth  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system. 
Soi:®  fom  of  dis -incentive  sho\ild  be  applied  to  those  who  retain  their  earth 
closets.  The  W.C.  should  have  precedence  over  the  T.V.  in  the  domestic  budget. 

(10)  COLLECTION  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 

There  is  a five-^'.Teekly  collection  of  refuse  in  fifteen  villages, 
Htmmanby  and  Flamborough  have  a fortnightly  collection.  The  large  camps  in  the 
FlariboroTj^  area  have  a bi-weekly  collection  for  which  service  a special  charge 
is  made.  It  would  be  desirable  to  provide  all  the  villages  with  a collection 
service  equal  to  that  which  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby  enjoy;  nothing  but  the 
certainty  of  a svibstantial  increase  in  the  already  heavy  Rates  prevents  this 
being  done, 

(11)  FOOD 

Cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food  is  a matter  of  serioi:is  concern  all 
over  the  country.  Printed  notices  forbidding  customers  from  taking  their  dogs 
into  food  shops  have  been  supplied  to  shopkeepers,  for  display  in  their  shops, 
and  this  step  has  been  generally  welcomed.  Periodic  laboro.tory  tests  for 
purity  are  made  on  all  brands  of  ice-cream  which  are  retailed  in  the  District, 
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A good  standard  of  cleanliness  is  mintained  food  handlers,  but 
even  higher  standards  must  be  the  aim. 

The  Council  authorised  n-iy  attendance  at  a conference  in  London  on 
cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food.  The  lectures  and  films  were  most 
instructive,  though  at  times  rather  horrifying.

(5)  SHOPS  ACTS 

Most  of  the  shops  in  the  area  are  run  hy  ovmer-occupiers , and  have 
sijfficient  and  satisfactory  sanitary  accoimnodation. 

The  larger  shops  are  visited  periodically  and  68  visits  and 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  adequacy  and  condition 
of  the  sanitary  accommodation. 

(6)  FACTORIES  AHD  WORKSHOPS 

There  are  kS  factories  and  v/orlcshops  on  the  Register,  and  82 
inspections  v/ere  made  during  the  year.  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  were  dealt  mth  in  conjunction  Y/ith  the  Ministry’s  Factories 
Inspe ctor, 

(7)  SGAVENGIHC 

The  Parishes  of  Flamhorough  and  Hunmanby  continue  to  have  a v/eekly 
collection  of  nightsoil  and  fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse.  In  the 
remaining  15  Parishes,  the  collection  of  tins  &c.  has  been  speeded  up  and  a 
five-T/eekly  collection  is  ncn,Y  cajrried  out.  This  v/ork  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  using  the  Council's  two  lorries.  Very  little  trouble  has  been 
encountered,  and  155  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  vd.th 
this  v/ork.  The  refuse  from  several  of  the  camps  and  trade  refuse  from  shops 
and  cafes  is  collected  tv~d.ee  v/eekly,  for  v/hich  service  a charge  is  made  to  the 
respective  ovAiers. 

The  house  refuse  and  tins  are  disposed  of  by  tipping,  and^as  far  as 
possible  Yidth  the  labour  available,  control  of  the  tips  is  being  maintained. 

The  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  same  on  to  agricultural  land  for 
ploughing  in,  and  we  Inave  experienced  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the 
nightsoil. 

(8)  SIJPERVISIQN  OF  SEWAGE  WORKS  AKD  DRAIHAGE 

During  the  year  181  visits  and  inspections  vrere  made  and  no  major 
difficulties  have  been  encountered. 

The  work  of  sewage  works  maintenance  increases  each  year  as  new  v/orks 
are  erected.  Sewage  vYorks  are  novf  in  operation  in  the  parishes  of  Hunmanby, 
Flamborough,  Bempton,  Bvirton  Fleming,  Reighton  and  Rudston,  and  all  these  yrarks 
have  regular  attention  to  ensure  a satisfactory  effluent. 

Again  a vast  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  rd-th  regard  to  the 
cleansing  and  maintenance  of  scY/er  dykes  throughout  the  district,

There  are  nov/  A3  premises  registered  for  the  sale,  storage  and/or 
manvifacture  of  ice-cream  or  preserved  food.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  of 
the  premises,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  any  ad\d.ce  given  or  recommendations 
made  to  the  ov/ners  of  the  premises  is  alY/ays  Y/ell  received  in  order  to  improve 
the  standard  of  cleanliness. 

There  are  no  msnvifacturers  of  ice-cream,  Y/hich  is  bulk  purchased 
from  wholesale  traders  outside  the  area  of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District. 

(10)  RODBI'TT  COITTRQL 

In  addition  to  ordinary  enquiries  made  during  routine  visits,  81  visits 
and  inspections  were  r.oade  during  the  year,  and  Yliere  necessary  poisoning  was 
aarried  out.  There  has  been  no  incidence  of  any  major  infestation.
